Traffic Laws Apply 
To Cyclists 
As Well 


By THOMAS CONAWAY 
Ev er think o f bicy cle riding as 
a training perio d fo r learning to 
driv e an auto mo bile? 
In so me way s it is, because bo y s 
and g irls riding bicy cles hav e ma­ 
ny o f the same respo nsibilities 
and must o bey the same laws that 
their parents do in driv ing a car. 
Ir. 1950, City Co uncil passed an 
o rdinance g o v erning the use o f 
bicy cles in the city . The law es­ 
tablished certain reg ulatio ns fo r 
cy clists and set up standards that 
their bicy cles must meet. 
Primarily the 
o rdinance 
was 
passed to insure the safety o f the 
cy clists, so me 1,200 o f who m are 
riding bicy cles in the city this 
summer. 
One o f the mo st impo rtant as­ 
pects o f bicy cle safety is to hav e 
the mechanical parts o f the bike 
in g o o d 
wo rking o rder. 
Ho rns, 
lig hts, and brakes sho uld be in 
tip-to p shape befo re embarking o n 
rides in heav y traffic. 
Geo rg e T. Earley , po lice chief, 
said members o f his department 
will be g lad to check any bicy cle 
o r answer any y o ung ster’s q ues­ 
tio ns abo ut reg ulatio ns co ncerning 
bicy cles. 
The seco nd aspect in bicy cle 
safety is to kno w the lo cal laws 
co ncerning bicy cles. Fo llo wing are 
so me o f the stipulatio ns set fo rth 
in the o rdinance pertaining to bi­ 
cy cle o peratio n. 
1. Bicy cles must be pro perly reg ­ 
istered and licensed each y ear. 
The co st o f a license is 59 cents, 
fo r which the o perato r receiv es a 
small metal plate which must be 
affix ed to his bicy cle. 
2. Cy clists may ride o nly o n 
streets, alley s and public hig hway s. 
Riding o n sidewalks is pro hibit­ 
ed. 
3. If bikes are to be o perated 
between o ne ho ur after sunset o r 
o ne ho ur befo re sunrise, they must 
be eq uipped with fro nt and rear 
lig hts. The fro nt lamp sho uld thro w 
o ut a beam v isible fo r at least 200 
feet and the tail lig ht sho uld be 
v isible at the same distance. A o ne 
and o ne-half inch o r larg er red re­ 
flecto r may be used instead o f a 
rear lig ht. Brakes sho uld be main­ 
tained in g o o d wo rking o rder at all 
times. 
4. Bikes that will be o perated in 
traffic must be eq uipped with ho rns 
o r bells that are audible at a dis-

It might be a 
better way to 
h an d le th e problem. 
Certain ly th e way now in use leaves a 
g reat d eal to be desired. It has left much 
to be d esired in the latest tiff beween the 
ch ief o f n av al operations, 
Adm. 
Arleigh 
Bu rk e an d Defense Secretary McElroy over 
military reo rg an izatio n . 
It h as left mu ch to 
be d esired ia every instance of disagre- 
men t between civilians and militarists, be­ 
tween militarists an d militarists and between 
civ ilian s an d civ ilian s. 
I has given rise to 
th e leg en d 
that the penalty for being honest 


in the armed services is to be busted out 
into the privations of the civilian world. 


But as instance upon instance of disagre- 
ment pile up, the evidence becomes over­ 
whelming that dissent at their own risk is 
not the world’s worst rule for admirals, gen­ 
erals and their juniors. It is probably the 
only way the ingenuity of man could devise 
to keep them from popping off 24 hours a 
day, 365 days a year, in the absence of 
military unification. 


In 1943, when unification was being at­ 
tempted in a burst of official optimism, a 
certain Capt. Burke was part of a Navy 
“ Operation 23” that tried to scuttle it. There 
was doubt for a time that his career in the 
Navy would flourish after this insubordina­ 
tion, but he went on to become chief of 
operations, which is tantamount to being 
chairman ot the board. He dissented at his 
own risk and won. Capt. J ohn G. Crommelin, 
another dissenter, didn’t do so well. But he, 
too, took a calculated risk. 
How else could it be done—in the absence 
of unification? 


It Wi l l Take a Li ttl e Ti me 


When the Senate Commerce Committee 
furrows its brows this week over the accur­ 
acy of television rating services, it will 
be 
furthering the education of the ground-floor 
crowd in a new field where there still will be 
much to be learned a generation from now. 
The Commerce Committee is interested be­ 
cause costs are determined by ratings as 
well as the fate of talent, yet there is no 
way to rate the ratings. The rating services, 
themselves, do not claim the infallibility that 
sometimes is claimed in their behalf by 
television people. 
Variety, the show business trade journal, 
thinks there is light on the horizon, because 
sponsors are learning there is more to selling 
their products than numbers. 
This is the discovery that was made by 
the motion picture industry after it went 
overboard in quest of numbers, only to 
learn belatedly that quality was just as im- 
pertant as quantity. 
It is the discovery made before that 
by 
the newspaper industry, which has demon­ 


strated repeatedly that the quality of its 


subscribers is as important to its advertiz- 
ers as their quantity. 


Magazines also have demonstrated this 


truism in communications. 


It will take a little time for television to 
understand why mere numbers of human be­ 
ings with TV sets turned on do not indicate 
the impact of a program on the public. Num­ 
bers cannot show how successfully product 
identification is being made, or whether good 
will is being created. 
They cannot 
show 
whether the prospects for a product are be­ 
ing appealed to in a manner that makes them 
want to buy it. 
It is doubtful if the Commerce Committee 
can go into all this in one investigation, 
but it can help television to make the ad­ 
justment to reality that has proved so diffi­ 
cult for it so far—and even more difficult 
for some of its sponsors who took too literally 
what they were told about ratings, as far as 
indicating potential sales was concerned. 


Sweet Are the Uses of Adversi ty 


J ames R. Hoffa’s acquittal on charges of 
wire-tapping has cleared up the charges 
standing against him in 1957. He previously 
had been acquitted on a charge of bribery 
to get possession of secret documents of the 
Sen ate. 
If ever a man had reason to muse that the 
uses of adversity can be sweet, the president 
of the International Brotherhood of Team­ 
sters has the best of reasons. Since late last 
September, he has jumped from ninth vice 
president of his union to president, success­ 
fully survived expulsion of the union from 
AFL-CIO, averted an epidemic of jurisdic­ 
tional disputes, fended off the curiosity of 
the McClellan investigators, extricated him­ 
self from his legal entanglements and put 
himself into a position to dominate the union 
interests of the nation, despite opposition 
from rivals who so far have been unable to 
challenge him successfully. 
His o bv io u s ambition, which is to bring 
u n d er the control of his union “ everything 
Once Over

The powerful engine and easy 
maneuverability of your new mod­ 
el sedan or sports car can intoxi­ 
cate you with fatal overconfidence 
when driving in heavy rush hour 
city traffic. 
This false sense of highpowered 
security has become one of the 
major hazards facing urban motor­ 
ists today, safety engineers say. 
They 
don’t 
blame 
the 
new 
streamlined autos for the scratch­ 
ed fenders, jangled nerves and 
broken bones that are becoming 
so common to metropolitan driving. 
It’s your attitude to the increased 
motor muscle that concerns them. 
Tha’s why the AAA asks you to 
take the following “ horsepower 
drunk-o-meter” test. If you an­ 
swer “ yes” to just one question, 
you’re either already a horsepower 
addict or close to becoming one.

1. Does your high speed engine 
trick you into taking chances when 
passing in heavy or fast traffic? 
Safety experts agree that the new 
autos enable you to get around 
other cars easier than ever be­ 
fore. But they emphasize that you 
should never pass without being 
absolutely sure that you won’t col­ 
lide with on-coming vehicles. 
2. Do you dart from one lane 
to another and cut sharply in front 
of other cars? By doing this, safe­ 
ty experts warn, you’re just ask­ 
ing for a smashup.

5. Do you neglect to have your 
auto inspected at least once a 
month? AAA officials explain that 
the quick stops which you must oft­ 
en make on high speed freeways, 
shoren the life of your tires and 
brakes. 
Failure 
to have them 
checked frequently could lead to a 
smashup someday when you need 
to make a quick stop in city traf­ 
fic. 
In addition to the high horse­ 
power warnings, AAA officials have 
some pointers for safe city driv­ 
ing which apply to owners of both 
old and new cars. 
First, they emphasize that you 
should stay more than one car 
length behind the auto that you’re 
following for each 10 miles per 
hour of your speed. Following too 
close can result in a serious rear 
end collision if the car ahead of 
you should suddenly stop. 
One of the most important rush 
hour safety rules is to keep pace 
with the traffic stream in which 
you are moving. Driving too slow 
irritates drivers behind you and 
sometimes tempts them to take 
chances when passing. 
Always check to the rear before 
pulling out from a parking space. 
This is another vital AAA safety 
rule. A driver may be traveling 
too fast to stop in time if you sud­ 
denly pull out in front of him. 
Safety experts also warn you not 
to back onto a main street when 
you want to turn around. Instead, 
back into an alley or side street, 
they advise. Often in heavy traf­ 
fic, they explain, the best way to 
turn around is to simply drive 
around the block. 
Another important safety tip is 
to make all turns from the proper 
lane. AAA officials recommend that 
you start moving into the correct 
lane at least 300 feet from where 
you intend to turn. 
Als, hey urge you to give all 
signals soon enough to prepare 
other drivers for what you are go­ 
ing to do. AAA officials believe 
that a late or too-brief signal is 
little better than no signal at all. 
And finally, they emphasize a 
rule which many safety officials 
believe cannot be repeated too oft­ 
en. That’s to observe the speed 
limits — always.

It’s an ilf wind that blows no 
good—-and it looks now as if the 
Adams affair will be of more bene­ 
fit to the country in a reform 
•nse than has 
been supposed. 
Also, if the Re­ 
publicans 
are 
a s t u t e 
pol­ 
iticians, 
they 
will seize the 
issue and ben­ 
efit by it. 
The issue, in 
a nutshell, is 
not 
just 
the 
gift of 
a $200 David Lawrencs 
coat for a $2,000 hotel bill but 
the gift of $725,000 to elect a United 
States senator and the known and 
formally reported expenditure of 
$2.200,000 by labor unions to elect 
a Democratic Congress. 
Important legislation to check 
abuses of power by labor unions 
is pending in Congress today and 
may be blocked in the House. 
It is being assumed that the coat 
and hotel bill “ bought” influence. 
If this kind of assumption were 
accepted—and this seems to be 
“ public opinion” as interpreted by 
the critics of Sherman Adams— 
then logically it would become 
pertinent to ask if the present Con­ 
gress has been “ bought.” 


IN A RECENT speech, printed 
in the Congressional record, Rep. 
Ralph W. Gwinn (R-NY) said: 
“ Is the 1956 elections organized 
labor was active in 300 of the 435 
congressional district elections and 
were successful—that means that 
their man got elected—in more 
than 174. . . . 
“ Let’s look at just one campaign, 
In 1954, by one union, for one sena­ 
tor. Special election radio and TV 
broadcasts cost for time only, with 
no allowance for staff, script pre­ 
paration, reprints of talks, was 
$250,000. 
“ Special election editions of reg­ 
ular publications, extra copies to 
distribute outside the regular union 
membership ran to another 
$175,- 
000. And then, on top of all this, 
this union hired 
500 ‘special or­ 
ganizers’—payroll title for political 
workers—at $20 per day for the 
30 days just before the election. 
This cost another $300.000, 
ex­ 
clusive of expenses or other serv­ 
ices. 
“ This gives us a total of $725,000 
spent by the United Automobile 
Workers, CIO, in support of Sen. 
McNamara in Michigan in 1954. . . 
“ If the unions spent only half 
as much in the 30 senatorial con­ 
tests in 1956 
as they spent in 
Michigan in 1954, it would amount 
to 150 million dollars.” 
Mr. Gwinn, who made a special 
study of the subject, estimates that 
at least 62 million dollars is spent 
“ for political purposes annually, or 
a total of 
124 million dollars for 
each biannual election of members 
of the House and Senate.” ' 
“ Is it any wonder,” exlaims Mr. 
Gwinn, “ that few pieces of legis­ 
lation pass contrary to the recom­ 
mendations of the leaders of or­ 
ganized labor?” 


IT IS, of course, only an assump­ 
tion that members of Congress are 
influenced in their voting on labor 
subjects by the gifts their cam­ 


paign funds received from labor 
unions. 
But the critics in Congress are 
assuming the same thing with re­ 
spect to the telephone calls of Stoer- 
man Adams to federal agencies, 
notwithstanding the testimony of 
the members 
of these commis­ 
sions that no improper influence 
was exerted. 
It is only fair, therefore, to as­ 
sume also, in the absence of proof, 
that Sen. McNamara would not 
aliow any camp aig n gifts or con­ 
tributions to influence him in his 
votes. 
Another Michigan senator, Tru­ 
man H. Newberry, resigned in No­ 
vember 1922 after a furor over the 
fact that, in the primary and elec­ 
tion contests in 1918, about $195,- 
000 had been spent—largely for ad­ 
vertising and publicity—in his be­ 
half in the ordinary course of the 
campaigns. The Senate in 1922 
adopted a resolution stating “ that 
the expenditure of such excessive 
sums in behalf of a candidate, 
either with or without hi» knowl­ 
edge and consent, being contrary 
to sound public policy, harmful to 
the honor and dignity of the Sen­ 
ate and dangerous to the perpetu­ 
ity of a free government, such ex- 
severely condemned 
and disap­ 
proved.” 


SEN. RICHARD Neuberger (D- 
Ore), who received $23,250 in con­ 
tributions from the labor unions in 
his 
last 
campaign, 
evidently 
doesn’t believe now that it’s a good 
thing to accept such gifts and he 
is one of the few courageous mem­ 
bers of Congress to say so today. 
Here is an excerpt from the tran­ 
script of the NBC television show 
last Sunday called “ Youth Wants 
To Know” : 
“ Moderator Steve McCormich: 
Do you think that President Tru­ 
man was in error in not firing 
Gen. Vaughan? 
“ Sen. 
Neuberger: Oh, I 
don’t 
think so and, as I say, you’ve not 
heard me on this program say that 
President Eisenhower should fire 
Mr. Adams. Now, if we’re going 
to fire everybody in government 
who has taken a gift or a big cam­ 
paign contribution, that’s another 
thing. 
“ Moderator 
McCormick: 
You 
mean there’ll be no one left in 
Washington, senator? 
“ Sen. Neuberger: Oh, you might 
find one or two.” 
The Oregon senator has intro­ 
duced a bill to provide a “ conflict 
01 interest” code for members of 
Congress, and he says that “ in this 
country we can get much more 
excited about a deep freeze, a 
kitchen appliance or a rug—an 
item of household furnishing—than 
we can get excited about millions 
of dollars in campaign expendi­ 
tures.” 
The plain lesson of it all is that 
members of both parties who dis­ 
cuss the Adams case should be 
ask ed by the newspapers in each 
such locality to make public dur­ 
ing the coming campaign the gifts 
of a personal as well as a political 
nature they have received. Then 
the American people can make up 
their own minds whether it is 
merely a coincidence orimproper 
influence when some member of 
Co n g ress votes the way that could 
ben efit the givers of campaign 
mo n ey .

NEW YORK (AP)—Business at 
midyear feels better than it d id 
New Year’s Day—if only because 
the economy at the moment has 
stopped 
hammering 
its 
own 
thumb. 
For many it’s been a rough six 
months. The year started with in­ 
dustry on the skids. Many 
were 
losing their jobs as sales and then 
production slumped, largely 
in th e 
durable goods industries. 
But hopes for 
a turn at mid ­ 
y ear held high until March wh en 
th e recession, developing faster 
an d going deeper than expected, 
lo o k ed 
its worst. The hoped - f o r 
d ate was postponed to the 
last 
months of this year. 
Despite a mild upturn in so me 
lines in April, May and the first 
h alf of J une few indeed expect a 
n ew boom to start in J uly. But 
m a ny think the worst is over now. 
The first half of the year is com­ 
in g to an end with 5% nrllion per­ 
so n s looking for work. Industrial 
production is around 14 per cent 
lower than a year ago, and the 
to tal dollar value o f the nation’s 
output of goods and services is off 
4 per cent from its peak. The cost 
o f living after months of steady 
climbing is 3.3 per cent above a 
y ear ago. 
But mid y ear also fin d s mo st o f 
the farm belt feeling fine as the 
resu lt of higher prices 
an d good 
crop weather. And stock market 
p rlres are around their highs for 
the year. 
Consumer spending is holding up 
p retty well in face o f the drop in 
incomes for many 
p erso n s an d 
the tendency o f o th ers to sav e 
more than usual. 
Borrowing 
is easier n o w th at 
th e Federal Reserve Board 
h as 
mad e money plentiful and interest 
rates lower. 
Yet n eith er bu sin ess nor 
co n ­ 
su mers are bo rro win g as mu ch as 
fo rmerly . Co n su mers are p ay in g 
up o ld d ebts an d g o in g slo wer o n 
tak in g o n n ew o n es, esp ecially fo r 
n ew cars. 
Home bu'iding is p erk in g up a 
little.

Man Gets Life Term 


For Murdering Beauty 


BEAVER, Pa. (AP)-Tbeodore 
Pallow, 25-y ear-old Midland steel­ 
worker, was formally sentenced to 
life imprisonment Wednesday for 
the revolver slay ing of Rosalie 
Leis, a 21-y ear-old ex -beauty con­ 
testant. 
Pallow showed no emotion as 
Judg e Robert E. McCreary im­ 
posed the sentence. The judg e said 
he will oppose and wants all fu­ 
ture Beaver County judg es to oj> 
pose any application for parole. 
“Never, under any circumstan- 
oes, should it be g ranted,” Judg e 
McCreary said. 
The stern-faced jurist asked Pal­ 
low if he had any thing to say and 
Pallow replied “no, sir.” 
Under Pennsy lvania law the 
formal imposition of the life sen­ 
tence was a formality . The jury 
which found Pallow g uilty two 
weeks ag o returned a first deg ree 
murder verdict. It had the choice 
of fix ing the penalty at life im­ 
prisonment or death in the electric 
chair. 
The day after his conviction Pal­ 
low told a jailer he “felt lucky ” 
because the jury did not send him 
to the chair. 
Pallow killed Miss Leis early the 
morning of last March 13 outside 
her nearby Vanport home. He had 
been keeping company w i t h her 
for several months. Testimony at 
the trial disclosed she was from 
4 to 6 weeks preg nant when she 
was killed.

For your Sunday dinner, enjoy a 
Pennsylvania Dutch dessert. Don’t 
let the name Blueberry Cha Cha 
frighten you. It’s nothing more 


alarming than cheese blueberry 
puffs. 
Blueberry Hill Cha Chat 
(Yield: about 24 puffs) 


One cup fresh cultivated blue­ 
berries, 2 tablespoons sugar, 
eggs, 1 cup milk, 1 cup flour, 
teaspoons baking powder, Vz tea­ 
spoon salt, l cup grated Swiss 
cheese, fat for deep frying. 
Wash blueberries and drain well 
Sprinkle with sugar and set aside. 
Beat eggs well; add milk. Sift to­ 
gether flour, baking powder anc 
salt. Add dry ingredients to liquid 
and beat until well mixed. Stir in 
cheese and sweetened blueberries 
an mix well through dough. Drop 
by spoonfuls into deep fat (37 5 de 
grees F.) and fry for just a few 
moments or until golden brown. 


Yankee Brioche 


Ingredients: 
Vz 
cup butter or 
margarine, 1-3 cup sugar, Vz tea­ 
spoon salt, V * cup warm (105 to 
115 degrees) water, 1 package ac­ 
tive dry yeast, Vz cup milk (scald­ 
ed and cooled to lukewarm), 3 eggs 
egg yolks, 3V4 cups sifted flour, 
teaspoon cold water. 
Method: Cream butter, sug a r 
and salt. Stir warm water and 
yeast together until yeast dissol­ 
ves; stir in lukewarm milk and 
creamed mixture. Beat the whole 
eggs with 1 of the egg yolks until 
thick and lemon-colored; stir in 
yeast mixture and the flour; beat 
10 minutes. Cover; let rise in warm 
place, free from draft, about 2 


hours or until more than doubled 
in bulk. Stir down; beat thorough­ 
ly. Cover tightly; store in refriger­ 
ator overnight. Stir down and turn 
out soft dough on floured board. 
Divide dough into two pieces, 
one % the weight of the other. 
Cut large piece into 16 equal piec­ 
es; form each into a smooth ball; 
place in well buttered muffin pan­ 
wells (each 2% by IV4 inches). 
Cut reserved dough into 16 equal 
pieces; form each into a smooth 
ball. Make a deep indentation in 
center of each large ball with the 
thumb; dampen slightly with cold 
water. 
Press a small balll into each in­ 
dentation. Cover; let rise in warm 


place, free from draft, about 1 hour 
or until more than doubled in bulk. 
Beat together the remaining egg 
yolk and 1 teaspoon cold water; 
brush over tops of brioche. Bake in 
moderate (37 5 degrees) oven until 
baked through and browned, about 
20 minutes. Makes 16. 


Barbecued Hot Dog 
One-quarter cup unsulphured mo­ 
lasses, Va cup prepared mustard, 
3 tablespoons 
vinegar, 
2 table­ 
spoons Worcestershire 
sauce, 
Va 
cup pickle relish, 12 to 18 cooked 
frankfurters. 
Put m olasses first, then mustard, 
into a 2-cup measure. Stir to blend. 


Orange Cream 


Two cups orange juice (fresh or 
or reconstituted frozen cone e n 
trate), Vz cup nonfat dry milk, % 
teaspoon salt, 1-3 cup quick-cook 
ing rice cereal, Vz cup sugar, 
teaspoon butter, 1 teaspoon lemon 
juice, 2 eggs, separated. 
Place orange juice, dry milk and 
salt in a mixing bowl and mix 
thoroughly. Place in a saucepan 
and bring to boil. Sprinkle in rice 
cereal gradually so that boiling 
does not stop. Cook, stirring con­ 
stantly for 30 seconds. Turn off 
heat, cover and let stand for 3 
minutes.

Va cup sugar, butter and 
lemon juice and mix thoroughly.
